RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 

This paper is being filed in response to the Office Action mailed in the above-identified 
application on September 16, 2005. Claims 1-22 are pending. 

The Examiner has required applicant under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species of the claimed invention for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The Examiner has identified four 
distinct species of the invention, the first depicted in FIGS. 1-6, the second depicted in FIGS. 7- 
8, the third depicted in FIGS. 9-10 and the fourth depicted in FIGS. 1 1-12. 

In response to the election of species requirement, applicant provisionally elects, 
without traverse, the first species, directed to the tool as shown in FIGS. 1-6, upon which 
claims 1 -7 are readable, for further prosecution on the merits. As acknowledged by the 
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Examiner, claim 1 is currently generic. Should the generic claim be held to be allowable, 
applicant submits that claims 2-7, as well as claims 8-22, which are directed to the non-elected 
species, are also allowable.
